Rome, —The Pope recently granted 
an interesting audience to a select 
group of Catholic doctors who were 
presented by Father Augustine Gem- 
elli, himself a doctor and Rector of 
the Catholic University of Milan. Va- 
rious professors of the Royal Helian 
Universities also were present. 

The Holy Father availed himself of 
the opportunity to address to his se- 
lect audience a speech which particul- 
arly illustrated the mission which 
Catholic doctors can so usefully per- 
form in society, touching also on some 
problems that interest the specific 
competency of doctors. 

“As the body cannot live apart from 
the soul,” said the Pope, “in curing the 
body one must not forget the soul. 
Not infrequently it happens that doc- 


tors can benefit the soul when perhaps 


even priests would have failed. Not 
seldom has it been proved that a word 
from a doctor can, when put inte prac- 
tice, also be more efficacious than 
even from the Pope himself. For in- 
stance, the matter of decency in dress: 
It has often happened that through 
the complicity of doctors certain in- 
decent fashions have not been prohi- 
bited, whereas on other occasions a 
salutary word from a doctor has 
brought about a reformation in dress. 
Abroad especially, there are doctors 
who encourage “nudism”—the cul- 
ture of the nude—but there are other 
doctors who have loudly protested and 
against this fallacy, in the
